Is Routine News! 


The headlines about traffic deaths 
have become so commonplace that they 
scarcely are news any more. That doesn’t 
erase, however, the horrible facts of last 
weekend when at least 12 died on Geor- 
gia highways. 

While the public carelessly shrugs off 
these figures, there are 12 or more families 
who cannot do so. They are the victims 
of tragedies which could have been 
avoided. 

The vice president of a large insur- 
ance company, Gilbert L. Kerr, wrote re- 
céntly: “The slaughter of 30,000 to 40,- 
000 of our people and the mangling and 
maiming of over a million more upon our 
highways each year and the apathy of 
the general public towards this butchery 
~—the appearance even of resistance to 
control measures—add up to the most 
amazing and totally baffling enigma in 
our history.” 

The writer, of course, has a commer- 
cial interest in saving lives. But the 
points he makes are absolutely right. 

He describes the noise made about 28 
children who died in abandoned iceboxes 
in 1953. In that same year, however, 
4400 children under 14 were killed 
by automobiles while 8,200 from 15 to 
24 died the same way. 

Let a child be stricken with polio in 
a community and all sorts of emergency 
measures are taken. For every death from 
polio, five youngsters up to 14 die in 
auto mishaps. 

Most of these casualties result from 
human error in operation of vehicles 
Almost always it is the driver who is to 
blame. And the automobile toll has made 
this vehicle the greatest single enemy of 
human life for the first half of the nor- 
mal life span. 

This foolish waste, as Mr. 
out, is the: ‘“‘most amazing and totally 
baffling enigma in our history.” It is a 
mass indictment of the entire American 
population.

Testifying before a Senate subcom- 
mittee, Wesley A. D’Ewart, assistant sec- 
retary of the interior, said that the parks 
are so popular and are visited by such 
swarms of people that they quite literally 
are being “‘loved to death.” 

Mr. .D’Ewart appeared in behalf of a 
measure authorizing the expenditure of 
160 million dollars over the next 10 years 
to keep the parks in good order and touch 
up the damage done annually by the 
millions of tramping feet and clutching 
hands of those who visit them. 

Attendance in the national parks was 
a mere 350,000 in 1916. It had risen to 
21 million by 1946 and passed the 50- 
million mark last year. Of course, the 
number of parks has increased _ since 
1916 but interest in them has increased 
even faster. It is expected that this at- 
tendance curve will continue to rise under 
the impetus of the new leisure and im- 
proved methods of transportation. 

Wear and tear an these national treas- 
ures are taking their toll. It is reasonable 
that the nation should give adequate 
financial support to something so dear to 
so many.

Georgia Editors Defend 
People’s Right To Know 


The Georgia Press Association has 
completed a most constructive session at 
Savannah. The editors chose a capable 
new slate of officers, headed by R. E. 
Ledford, Vidalia publisher, for the com- 
ing year. They also took note of the in- 
creasing efforts by Georgia politicians 
: to curb freedom of information. 

In a strongly worded report, the as- 
sociation cited the punitive libel bill, the 
intent of which was apparent to every 
newspapernran as well as every citizen. 

“It is disturbing to members of our 
committee,” the report declared, “as it 
should be not only to all newspaper peo- 
ple but to all citizens of the state, to have 
to report that at the state government 
level this has been a year which has seen 
deliberate, vindictive, dangerous efforts 
to silence mewspapers by censorship, by 
regulation and by law.” 

It pointed out instances in which two 
state government agencies—the revenue 
department and the industrial loan office 
—had acted to censor advertising and to 
limit its scope. 

If advertising can be censored and 
controlled in any industry, there is the 
danger that it can be controlled in all. 
We have seen how this device has been 
used in other countries to destroy a free 
press and the people’s right to informa- 
tion. 

The Georgia Press Association is to 


be congratulated for its firm and forth- 
right stand. Its membership has accepted 
the challenge, knowing well that a threat 
to any newspaper is a threat to all and 
that the, basic aim is to deny the public 
the right to public information.

Third Party Futility 


Sen. Walter F. George, out of his long 
political experience and wisdom, has is- 
sued a strong rebuff to Gov. Timmerman, 
of South Carolina, in the latter’s obvious 
bid to solicit Southern support for a third 


party. 

“Such a course,” said Sen. George, 
“seems to me to be unwise and even 
suicidal. . .. Whatever may be our prob- 


lems and they are perplexing, I cannot 
agree that we have any gain to ex- 
pected from a splinter or third party 
movement away from traditional de- 
mocracy.” 

The Georgian says we must look for 
a remedy within the party and that we 
“cannot expect to have a persuasive voice 
in the party if we withdraw therefrom 
or continually pose the threat of with- 
drawal.”’ 

The senator’s words are the only sen- 
sible answer to this renewed threat of a 
party bolt from South Carolina. What 
Gov. Timmerman or any other Southern 
politician could hope to gain by such a 
step is impossible to conceive. There is no 
possible coalition which would give such 
a movement enough strength to have de- 
Cisive influence on the nation’s affairs. 

On the other hand, should the South 
leave the party—both parties, for that 
matter—it would lose whatever strength 
it now holds in Congress and other de- 
partments of the government. It could 
only lead to complete impotence. 

Other responsible Georgia politicians, 
including Gov. Marvin Griffin, have re- 
jected the third party idea. They are most 
wise in their stand.

Atlanta—The price of milk in - 


Georgia is being booted around 
again in the political arena. This 
is a game in which neither the 
consumer nor the industry will 
win in the long run. 

The dairy industry in Georgia is 
suffering from the accumulated 
sins of political exploitation and 
poor public relations over many 
years. And Georgia will never 
have a healthy dairy industry un- 
til it is freed from the stigma of 
political dogfights and adopts a 
sound public relations program. 

We are not arguing the justifi- 
cation of the present price of milk 
or the announced increase. . Pos- 
sibly the price is in line, possibly 
not. The crux of the present sit- 
uation is that the consumer of 
milk in Georgia has not been told 
why prices are among the highest 
in the nation. He does not under- 
stand why retail prices are con- 
trolled and the free play of com- 
petition not allowed to operate. 

Along with a sensible pricing 
policy, the Georgia dairy industry 
needs a comprehensive public re- 
lations and selling program. Many 
markets have successfully built a 
sound program with dairy coun- 
cils. Such councils are supported 
by the local industry at very nomi- 
nal cost. The local councils are 
affiliated with the National Dairy 
Council, a countrywide organiza- 
tion supported entirely by the in- 
dustry. 

When the dajry industry, both 
producers and distributors, decide 
to divorce themselves from poli- 
tics and benefit by the experience 
in the matter of public relations, 
they will build a sound and healthy 
industry.

Occupational opportunities for 
women have increased greatly. 

But, says the survey, the pic- 
ture is getting brighter. 

The number of youths reaching 
maturity is increasing, college en- 
rolilments are on the increase and 
the proportion of women in the 


total college enrollment is in- 
creasing. » 
Since 1948 there has been a 


steady rise in the percentage of 
college students preparing to 
teach. ‘ 
The survey estimates that there 
still will be a need for 175,000 


new teachers when the schools 
open in the fall. 


Georgia will need about 3,000 
new teachers for the next school 
term, so there obviously will be 
shortages in many communities. 


One way business and industry 
can help overcome the shortage 
of teachers is being demonstrated 
for the first time this summer. 

Several large industrial con- 
cerns have set up programs of 
special employment for the sum- 
mer months for teachers. 

It helps in two ways: the teach: 
ers gain more knowledge of busi- 
ness and industry and they earn 
extra income.

ment and regulatory agencies to try to get what it wants is again 
being revealed here in a current Senate investigation and in other 


developments. 

This is an aftermath of the 
fight a few months back in the 
Senate over the Harris-Ful- 
bright Bill which would have ex- 
empted natural gas producers 
from regulation by the Federal 
Power Commission and thus nulli- 
fied a Supreme Court decision 
holding that such regulation is im- 
posed by the 1938 Natural Gas 
Act. That bill was killed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s veto which he 
exercised because of the ‘“‘arro- 
gant” activities of the oil and gas 
lobby. 

After many weeks the special 
Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee that grew out of that epi- 
sode is beginning to turn the light 
in public hearings on the vast net- 
work of pressures organized to 
move the public and Congress. 
Among the instrumentalities was 
the so-called Natural Gas and Oil 
Resources Committee set up by 
the nation’s biggest oil companies 
which is now shown to have spent 
$1,753,513 in a campaign of ‘‘edu- 
cation” against federal regulation. 
A total of $1,972,545 was collected 
from oil and ‘natural gas com- 
panies. 


The practice indicated among 
the ail companies was to charge 
their contributions to ‘ ‘business ex- 
penses’’ and deduct them from 
their income tax. 

But the $1,753,513 spent in the 
‘education’? campaign in news- 
paper and magazine advertising, 
TV and radio time and booklets 
and printed material did not repre-

sent the entire cost. The committee 
enlisted 2,100 employes of oil com- 
panies to work xegienal and state 
committees, without extra com- 
pensation, to arouse the public to 
bring pressure upon Congress 
against federal regulation. 

The Senate committee was un- 
able to get an estimate of what 
time and service of these people 
would amount to in dollars from 
Leonard F. McCollum, of Houston, 
Tex., president of Continental Oil 
Co. who is chairman of the Natural 
Gas and Oil Resources Committee. 


This committee had interlocking 
connections with another commit- 
tee, the General Gas Committee. 
Most of the major oil companies 
had members on each. McCollum 
said that the GGC was supposed 
to carry on contact with members 
of Congress about the legislation, 
while his committee was confined 
to “education” activities. 

This was in conflict with testi- 
mony here a few weeks ago by 
the chairman of the General Gas 
Maston Nixon, that 
his committee did not engage in 
any lobbying on the bill but also 
confined itself to dispensing infor- 
mation. 


It may be recalled that four of 
the five FPC members urged Con- 
gress to enact the Harris-Fulbright 
Bill and relieve it of authority to 
regulate producers, so that it is 
understandable why it brings so 
little enthusiasnr to this task which 
a majority of the Supreme Court 
thought important to consumers.

Now, salesmen are peculiarly 
Subject to this kind of depres- 
sion. Because business prac- 
tice usually places emphasis 
upon the sale rather than the 
thing sold, salesmen tend to 
view their work primarily as 
an act of agression in which 
they rob and injure their cus- 
tomers, The “dry spell’ so 
common among them is une- 
consciously a period of self- 
punishment during which they 
can work off their sense of guilt. 
As in the case of my patient, 
their guilt is aroused because 
the element of love has been 
removed from their work. My 
patient was cured when he

ANXIETIES ABOUT WORK 

Sometimes, it is true, work 
disturbances are caused by our 
own failure to make proper 
use of love's guiding hand. This 
was illustrated in the case of a 
surgeon, a man of 38, who 
came for treatment, like the 
salesman, because of painful 
anxieties about his work, The 
surgeon also had been suc- 
cessful in his practice, until 
he developed morbid qualms 
about his own medical compe- 
tence, At first this showed it- 
self in doubts as to whether he 
had performed his operations 
as Skillfully as he might. Then 
he began to worry after each 
operation whether he had tied 
up the arteries properly, and 
he would awake at night with 
a panicky fear that his patient 
might have bled to death in- 
ternally. His anxieties finally 
became so acute that he could 
no longer trust himself to go on 
with his profession, ° 

A study of the surgeon’s 
history showed that in his case 
the work disturbances arose 
from an imperfect sublimation.
